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2 OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


Rules of Order 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. 
and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the 
direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall 
have the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the 
question shall be taken without debate. Provided, that after 
the President shall have stated the reason for his decision, the ap- 
pellant may give the grounds of his appeal. 


4. The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if 
the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolu- 
tion offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of 
the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one 
under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption 
or rejection, unless one of the following should intervene, which 
motion shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 


(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time 
To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the 
President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
departs from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten 
minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the same ques- 
Hon, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by 
the Conference, which shall be decided by vote without debate. 


METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 3 


11. Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when 
he considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard for 
the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and 
personal reflections. 


13. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the 
call of one-third of the members present. 


14. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be 
in order for any member who voted with the majority to move 
a reconsideration. 


15. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to 
a fixed time. 


16. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and 
no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any 
question, and all members’ inside the bar shall vote upon all 
questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


18. ‘Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall 
not be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unan- 
imous consent. - 


19. All expressions of approval or disapproval during the 
progress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20. In case an executive session be ordered, only members 
_in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


21. These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 
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General Rules 


1. The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to 
transfer into our Conference more men than are transferred out; — 
not to bring men to places within our bounds without careful 
and equitable adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be 
contrued to the injury of our developing work or so as to em- 
barrass the authorities in providing for new work. 


2. All changes involving conference relations, as well as all 
candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon 
credentials from other churches and for admission into full 
membership, shall be referred to a committee on Conference 
Relations; and no such change of relations shall be granted, nor 
any such candidate admitted, until such committee shall have 
made its report. 


3. Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go 
into executive session, (when necessary) said session to convene 
Friday at 1:30 p. m. 


4. No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Confer-~ 
ence who is over 40 years of age. 


5. All committees or societies to whom are committed mat- 
ters requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide 
the program for such service. 


6. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 


7. The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately 
after the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference 
standing. ‘ 


8. At the close of each Conference session the District 
Superintendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, com- 
posed of one member from each district and one from the Con- 
ference at large, which shall be placed upon the list of stand- 
ing committees. Each District Superintendent shall report to 
his committee the death of any minister or wife, or children 
of any minister, which may occur in his District. The chairman 
of this committee shall note the death of any member of the 
Conference or the wife of any such member, and then confer 
with the members of the committee. The memorial service shall 
be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. It 
shall consist of usual devotional exercises and an address of twenty 
minutes in length by some member of the Conference named by 
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the committee in charge. The Committee on Memoirs shall have 
full control of the Conference memorial service. 


9, The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise or- 
dered by a vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer 
of the Board of Trustees. 


10. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of 
the proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall 
be the official: record of the: Conference. He shall take charge 
of the journals and all Conference papers, keep them safe and 
have them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions, 


11. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to place 
in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to send to 
those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the funds of 
_the Conference provided for that purpose, as shown by the 
report of the Conference Board of. Stewards. 


12. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Confer- 
ence course of study who is conditioned upon more than one 
study. 


13. The President shall provide for closing up the business 
of the final session of the Annual Conference that due and 
sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional services just 
preceding the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste 
or disorder at such time be manifest. 


14. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules 
in the Conference Journal. 

15. . These general and standing rules’ shall not be altered or 
suspended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting. . 
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Course of Study and Reading for 


Traveling Preachers 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 
for undergraduates and candidates for admission. 


1. “Instruction by Correspondence” is expected of each Ex- 
‘aminer for every student under his particular charge. 


2. In the “books to be read” each student shall file with the 
Registrar a certificate that he has carefully read all the books. 


3. Examinations will be held in connection with the Minis- 
terial Associations or District Conferences and on the day pre- 
vious to the Annual Conference. No examination can be taken 
at any other time, unless reasons satisfactory to the Chairman 
and Registrar are given. 


4. Sermons and essays are required to be in the hands of 
the Examiner at least thirty days before Conference. It would 
be better to have them ready by mid-year examinations. 


5. When a student fails to attain 70 per cent in any examina- 
‘tion, the examiner shall report this to the student and refer him 
to the Chairman of the Board to arrange for re-examination. 


6. All grades should be reported to the Registrar as soon as 
practicable after the examinations. 


7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to 
defray the necessary expenses of examinations, and must be 
paid before the examinations are begun.

Memorial—The following Memorial presented by C. O. McCulloch, 
on his motion was adopted: 


“We, the Oregon Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church,

in conference assembled in Roseburg, Oregon, Thursday, September 
23, 1915, memorialize the General Conference to assemble next May 
in Saratoga, N. Y., on the following highly important features of the 
temperance question—the destruction of the saloon and the prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic—that is now so widely and so profoundly 
agitating our beloved country. 


“ist. That while we heartily join hands with any organization 
and all organizations that seek a land in which there is absolutely no 
beverage traffic in intoxicating liquors great or small, we are more 
strongly convinced, if possible, than ever, of the necessity for our own 
Temperance Society. We believe it has a field no other organization 
or society can fill in the education of our membership in general and 
the children and youth of our Sunday Schools and Young People’s 
Societies in particular, that we may build up a thoroughly informed 
conscience throughout the church against this devastating and awful 
traffic for the trying time to come after National prohibition shall 
have been secured, that in nowise the glorious results of such a nation- 
wide victory should be put in jeopardy. 


“9d. Pursuant to this end we believe it to be a wise policy on the 
part of our General Conference to direct that not less than $100,000 
annually be appropriated for the next church quadrennial for this 
important propaganda. 


“3d. And that so far as possible the church sheuld conserve 
the acquired skill of our tried and true leaders.in this mighty move- 
ment in order that there may be effected as expeditiously as may be 
the utter extermination of this common foe of heaven and earth. 


“And, that this memorial fail not of its purpose, we hereby in- 
struct our delegates to the next General Conference to present and 
urge this memorial at as early a day after the opening of said Gen- 
eral Conference as occasion may serve.

Board of Stewards—On motion of D. H. Leech, E. C. Richards was 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the removal of C. L. Creesy on 
the Board of Stewards and J. T. Moore, M. B. Parounagian and 
Joseph Knotts be elected for the term to expire 1918. 


General Conference Delegates—On motion of G. F. Hopkins, the 
election of General Conference Delegates was made the order of the 
day immediately following the reception of class Friday morning. 


Treasurer’s Staff—On motion of C. O. McCulloch, H. T. Greene 
was lected to serve on the Treasurer’s staff in the place of F. S. 
Clemo. 


Introductions—A. W. Leonard, of the Puget Sound Conference;

Friday, September 24, 1915.

After my introduction with Bishop Cooke, Dr. McDougall and your- 
self at our District Association and by virtue of your letter, favoring 
my transfer, I wrote my Conference in Colorado asking to be made 
effective and transferred to the Oregon Conference, which I am in- 
formed by the Secretary, Dr. Steele, has been done.

“To the Rev. Bishop R. J. Cooke, 
“Pres. Oregon Conference M. E. Church. 
“Dear Brother: 

“At the last regular meeting of the Synod of Oregon of the Pres- 
byterian Church of the U. S. A., held in Eugene, Oregon, July 21-24, 
1915, a committee was appointed consisting of Rev. Andrew J. Mont- 
gomery, D. D., Rev. J. W. Milligan, D. D., and Rev. H. N. Mount, 
D. D., to confer with a similar committee representing the M. E. 
Conference of Oregon, if your body in its wisdom shall appoint such 
committee. This committee to prepare a plan of action to be sub- 
mitted to both bodies for approval, whereby, as between these two 
great bodies, overlapping and overchurching in small communities 
may be avoided. The prime purpose of this action was not to disturb 
relations that now exist, but so far as possible to avoid all such com- 
plications as might imply that our common spirit is competitive rather 
than fraternal.

Lay Conference—Conducted by T. W. Lane, the Lay Electoral 
Conference was received, the Conference standing, and Pres. A. A. 
Lee and R. A. Booth were introduced. The latter addressed the Con- 
ference. 


Extension of Time—On motion of C. C. Rarick, the time was 
extended. 


Class for Admission—The class for admission was called and ad- 
dressed by the Bishop. 


Response—The Bishop responded to the greeting of the Lay 
Electoral Conference. 


Closing—Announcements were made and the Bishop pronounced 
the benediction. 


Fourth Day 
MORNING SESSION 


Saturday, September 25, 1915.

Election of Delegates—On motion of C. O. McCulloch, it was 
ordered that the ballots for delegates to the General Conference con- 
tain only the number of delegates voted for and that the four receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes above a majority of the ballots, be 
declared elected. 


The Bishop appointed W. W. Youngson, C. L. Dark, D. Lester, 
Fields, Joseph Knotts, G. O. Oliver and Harold Oberg as tellers and 
the first ballot was taken.

W. Thompson, Dow DeLong, B. C. Brewster and R. A. Hutchinson 
being recommended by their Quarterly Conferences favorably repre- 
sented by the Registrar and the Committee on Conference Relations, 
on motion of their respective District Superintendents, were received 
on trial and placed in the studies of the first year, except J. W. 
Thompson and Phillipp Deschner, who presented credits covering the 
entire course of study. 


Reports—H. S. Wilkinson read the report of the Conference Claim- 
ants Endowment Commission. G. F. Hopkins, Conference Claimants’ 
Financial Secretary, read his report and T. L. Jones read the report 
of the Treasurer of the Conference Claimants Permanent Fund. The 
last two on motion of their respective readers were adopted. On 
motion of T. W. Lane the report of the Conference Claimants Endow- 
ment Commission was adopted seriatim. 


First Ballot—Whole number of votes cast 114, necessary to a choice 


58. C. T. Wilson having received 71 votes and J. T. Abbett 58, they 
were declared elected. 


Second Ballot—Whole number of votes cast 120, necessary to 
choice 61. No election. 


Introductions—F. D. Bovard, Secretary of the Board of Home Mis- 


sions and Church Extension was introduced and addressed the Con- 
ference. 


Third Ballot—Whole number of votes cast 118, necessary to choice 
60. Hiram Gould having received 84 votes was declared elected. 


Fraternal Delegate—T. B. Ford, our Fraternal Delegate to the 
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Columbia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, read 


his report and requested that his address be filed in the archieves of 
the Oregon Conference. 


The Bishop read the credentials of C. H. Cleaves, the Fraternal 
Delegate of the Columbia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, to the Oregon Conference: 

“To the Presiding Bishop and Members of the Oregon Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


“Brethren: 

“At the session of the Columbia Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, held at Roseburg, Oregon, September 
8-12, 1914, the bearer of these credentials, the Rev. C. H. Cleaves, 
a most worthy and beloved brother, was chosen to bear the hearty 
greetings as Fraternal Delegate from that Conference to yours.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


We rejoice to known that the American Bible Society has made 
great advancement during the past year, issuing no less than 6,388,717 
volumes, which was an advance over last year of 1,137,541 volumes. 

The total issues of the Society during the ninety-nine years of its 
history is 109,908,608 volumes. 

During the past year the Pacific Agency alone, with 20 men at 
work, has visited 22,273 families and has sold and distributed 12,615,- 
110 copies of the Bible. In homes where there were no Bibles, they 
have supplied 3,260 copies. Thirty-nine jails have been visited and 
the inmates supplied with the Word of God, and 27,500 miles have 
been traveled in the interests of the Kingdom of God. 

We regret to report however, that because of financial conditions, 
the expenditures in the Society have exceeded the receipts. 

Since the coming year 1916 is to be the centennial year in the Bible 
Society, we urge our people to join with other Protestant Churches in 
lending substantial aid to the Society in the prosecution of its great 
work. :

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BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 


It is gratifying to be able to report that, in spite of the general 
financial depression, the total sales of the Book Concern for the year 
1914 were two million seven hundred eighty-seven thousand seventy 
dollars and forty-two cents ($2,787,070.42), an increase of over $41,- 
000 over those of the year before. It is remarkable that our book 
concern is able to declare in this unfavorable year another dividend of 
$300,000 to be distributed among the annual Conferences for the 
conference claimants of our church. 

The supreme purpose of the Book Concern is the dissemination 
of moral and religious literature. Methodist preachers are the of- 
ficial agents of the Book Concern and we should enter a vigorous 
campaign for their wider distribution. 

Our Pacific Christian Advocate is a strong, well edited, religious 
paper. It contains accurate information concerning church activities, 
and able discussions of vital subjects with which loyal and intelligent 
Methodists should be acquainted. While the circulation of the Ad- 
vocate has increased since the beginning of the quadrennium from 
4,800 to over 10,000, it is still true that many of our people are not 
taking it. By public exhortation and private solicitation the enthu- 
siastic efforts began two years ago should be continued, until this 
paper is in every Methodist home. 

We take just pride in the sustained high quality of our Sunday 
School literature. Yet fully one-fourth of our teachers and pupils 
are not supplied with our lesson material. We deplore this fact and 
urge that every endeavor should be used to the utmost to furnish our 
schools with an adequate quantity and variety of our publications. 

We desire also to call your attention to the fact that all Sunday 
School requisites and Ministerial supplies are carried in the stock 
at our Portland salesroom and urge every pastor to call this fact 
to the attention of their Sunday School superintendents and people.

REPORT OF THE FINANCIAL SECRETARY OF THE CONFER- 
ENCE CLAIMANTS PERMANENT FUND 


Your Financial Secretary appointed last Conference has throughout 
the year, put forth every effort possible to further the raising of the 
Permanent Fund toward the goal fixed at last session of this Confer- 
ence. Considerable amounts have been added to this fund already, as 
will appear from the report of the Trustees of the Permanent Fund. 
Besides this other amounts will eventually come to our Trustees 
through this years’ work. 

I have almost weekly, used the columns of the Pacific Advocate, 
through the forbearance of our editor, brother R. H. Hughes. I have 
thus sought to give information, and inspiration concerning this 
cause. I have written numerous letters to people that might possibly 
become interested. I have visited individuals whereever possible, and 
have presented this claim to as many as possible of our Churches 
during their Sunday service. The instructions of your Commission 
for this work, were carefully carried out. They thought best that no 
collections, nor subscriptions be taken in the Churches visited. At first 
I questioned the wisdom of this, but am now thoroughly convinced 
that it is the very best way after all. 

It has been a year of pioneering, and if this Conference wishes to 
continue this work next year, will, we feel confident, reap much larger 
results. We have been handicapped all this year for funds for 
the expenses and needs otherwise, and could not procure much needed 
printing and other things essential to the best results. 

A word as to the apparent results so far. Through the efforts 
of our Resident Bishop Cooke, there was $20,000 written into a will 
for our fund. Our Brother J. T. Moore of Springfield, was responsible 
for the Fund to be enlarged by the gift of 120 acres of irrigated land 
in Idaho, and a first mortgage assignment to us also, covering lands in 
another state. At present market prices, the value of these donations 
are not ascertainable, but it is estimated that the total amount from 
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these will be from $10,000 to $15,000, possibly more. Other Wills have 
had amounts written into them also, but we are not at liberty to state 
by whom. Since last Conference $250 was Willed to this fund, and the 
brother since having died, his Will is now being probated. By the 
death of a Sister, $700 more is in probate court for this fund also. We 
have over $375 in small sums of cash, and subscriptions on the ‘install- 
ment plan covering $400 more. There are many who will give later 
_also, but cannot do so this year. 

If this work is to be successfully carried on, there will need to be 
a systematic method adopted to meet the expenses and salary of an 
agent, and as well larger amounts to cover these needs. Other Con- 
ferences are regularly collecting from their pastors to maintain agents 
for their Permanent Funds in the field. This is the ministers part in 
raising the Endowment for all present and future Conference Claim-. 
ants. We need at once the $100,000 asked for, and in the near future 
will need still larger Endowments. 

Your agent has done what he could, considering that this is such a 
year of money stringency, considering also this was the first year 
in this work, and also considering the lack of money to carry on the 
work. It remains with this Conference, what the future of this work 
and what the future of this Fund will be.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


The Committee on Education beg leave to report as follows: 


Loyalty 

We pledge our loyalty to the Board of Education and to the edu- 
cational interests of our church. 

The co-operation of our Board of iueiee with our schools® in 
standardizing curricula, faculties, plants, equipment and endowment 
has been eminently helpful. 

Its action at its recent annual meeting authorizing a Director of 
Religious Work for our institution of learning is especially com- 
mendable. 


Its thorough and far-reaching “Survey” of educational conditions 
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throughout the country now in progress, promises much for the 
Board’s coming semi-centennial forward movement. 

The Children’s Day Collection, which has aided from the beginning 
22,984 students—2,189 last year and this year 2,288,—continues in- 
creasingly helpful and efficient. 

We commend and approve the apportionment by the General Con- 
ference Commission of Finance of the One Public Educational Collec- 
tion authorized by the Discipline, 80 per cent at the order of the 
Conference and 20 per cent for the Board of Education. 

“The Christian Student,” the Board’s official organ, improves 
constantly and should be read widely. It is receiving most flattering 
recognition without our own denomination as well as at home. 

We heartily indorse the program of the Board of Education for the 
Jubilee Movement, which contemplates awakening among our people 
proper appreciation of Christian education and which seeks to pro- 
vide adequate endowment and equipment for our instituions of learn- 
ing. 

Willamette University 

Our thoughts turn at once upon the new president the Rev. Carl 
G. Doney, D. D., who comes to Willamette with vision and enthusiasm 
as well as strength and courage growing out of a most successful 
presidency of the West Virginia Wesleyan College at Buckhannon, 
W. Va. We welcome Dr. Doney to the first place in our university, 
we welcome him to our hearts and to a large place in our Methodism 
of the Pacific Northwest. We rejoice in the splendid recognition which 
he has already won as educator, author, writer and preacher. Under 
his labors and leadership we confidently look forward to a decided . 
advancement of all the interests and work of the school. 

We renew our conviction that the progress. of the Kingdom largely 
depends upon Christian education and that we should therefore 
strongly support Willamette University. Because of what this his- 
toric institution now is in location, equipment, faculty and student 
body we commend it to your people and parents. We agree to bring 
it to the attention of our congregations and to co-operate with the 
University in seeking increased enrollment and added financial re- 
sources. We express the judgment that persons of large and small 
means cannot render a higher service to youth and the church than 
by giving directly to the school and by remembering it in their Wills. 


Woman’s Dormitory 
At this time there is an imperative need for a new woman’s dor- 
mitory. We urge that all who can make any contributions to this 
object immediately communicate their good purposes to the president. 
We insist that this building be provided at a very early date.

We welcome to the faculty the following new instructors: John O. 
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Hall, Ph.D, Prof. of Social Sciences; Gustav Ebsen, A. M., Prof. of 
Modern Languages; Robert Stauffer, A. M., Prof. of English Liter- 
ature; W. E. Kirk, A. M., Prof. of Latin and Greek; Helen M. Senn, 
B. A., Prof. of Public Speaking; Alice H. Dodd, B. A., Instructor in 
Art History; Frank W. Chase, Musical Director; Mrs. Frank Chase, 
Instructor in Voice; R. L. Mathews, A. B., Director of Physical Edu- 
cation; B. F. Ford, M. A., Principal of the Academy and his associate 
instructors. 
Apportionment 

We name as the apportionment to the pastoral charges, an amount

Rev. Henry D. Kimball, D. D., LL. D. 

In February, 1914, Dr. Kimball, on account of impaired health, 
resigned the active leadership of Kimball College of Theology, which 
he had held since its founding in 1906. Thereupon he was elected 
president emeritus. The founding of the college was due to his clear- 
ness of vision, and to his and to Mrs. Luella D. Kimball’s generous 
gifts for the erection of the building, and for the support of the work. 
Their names will forever be an honored part of the history of Christ- 
ian work in the great northwest. Dr. Kimball clearly perceived that 
the Methodist Episcopal Church could never give the most. creditable 
account of itself, nor render its best service to humanity in this vast 
region, without some provision, in this territory, for training its 
ministry. Holding this statesmanlike view, he put his best energies 
into the work of founding this college for its great mission. It is 
the child of his toil and devotion. It is much to be doubted whether 
anyone of the many who have served in this wide territory has ever 
wrought more wisely or more worthily than he. Leaving this mem- 
orial of his love and loyalty to Christ, May 31st, 1915, he was not, 
for God took him. This minute is offered for adoption as recording 
in brief form our appreciation of Dr. Kimball. 


Kimball College of Theology 
This youngest of the Theological institutions under the patronage 
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of the Methodist Episcopal Church and the only one in the great 
northwest, closed its ninth years’ work in June. There were two 
graduates from the college, one who, having completed the English- 
Philosophical course received a diploma, certifying that fact; the 
other, having completed the Greek-English Degree course, received 
the degree of Bachelor of Divinity. 

This year the college has had an earnest, industrious body of 
students. They have done good work. In addition to their college 
' work each one has had some kind of employment by which he has 
earned a part, or the whole of his living. 

Correspondence in hand indicates that the attendance for the year 
now opening will be considerably greater than in the past. The at- 
tendance is limited in some degree by the comparatively small number 
of charges that are available for student appointment. The District 
Superintendents have done what they could to favor the college in 
this regard. It is not known that so far they have had any cause to 
regret it; for a student-preacher rarely fails to make good in his 
charge. 

The college building stands upon the campus of Willamette Uni- 
versity. During the year the most cordial and delightful relations 
have been maintained with this oldest and always honored institution 
_ of learning in the northwest. 


The college has some unusually strong men in its faculty for so 
young an institution. The quality of work done is such that friends 
will have no reason to be ashamed of it; whilst enemies, if such there 
be, cannot despise it. Doctors Sherwood and Hammond were both 
graduated from Ohio Wesleyan University; the one, afterward, taking 
his seminary work in Drew, and the other at Boston. 

It has been the policy in the College to keep the ideal in view; but 
at the same time to adopt the work and requirements to the actual 
conditions to be met. For admission to the Degree course the require- 
ment is that one shall have received the degre of A. B. or its quivalent 
from some approved College of Liberal Arts, such course having in- 
eluded Greek. For those who have not had such advantages, Diploma 
courses are provided. 

Some very valuable additions have been made to the library of the 
college this past year. Dr. Hoadley has added some volumes to the 
gifts of other years. Just recently Dr. A. N. Fisher, the first librarian 
of the college, and its founder, has donated his private library—a most 
valuable gift—to the college. 

For the first time in the history of the college the income has been 
insufficient to meet the very modest, but entirely necessary expendi- 
tures. The deficiency is not large, and it is hoped that, by the favor 
of the Ministers of the Conference in which the college has had, and 
may have, recognition, the balance may be made up without embar- 
rassment to other interests of the Church. 
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Recently the Board of Trustees inaugurated a movement to pro- 
vide for the Endowment of five chairs in the College. It is expected 
that this movement will extend through six years. The first step in 
this program will be the endowment of the chair of Systematic The- 
ology, in honor of a deceased member of this Conference, who was 
known throughout the northwest, honored and loved wherever known, 
and who, in his ninety-ninth year, recently passed to his reward. 
This chair has been named the John Flinn chair of Systematic The- 
ology. There is already a possible credit to this chair of $11,000. 

The following resolutions are presented for adoption: 

Resolved; 1. That we endorse Kimball College of Theology as a 
necessary auxiliary in the work of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
this great northwest. 

2. That we endorse the Endowment Movement and in aid thereof, 
will welcome the presence and work of representatives of the college 
in our charges. We especially commend the effort to enlist the Sun- 
day Schools and Epworth Leagues in this movement, and favor de- 
voting the proceeds of one Sunday’s collection, in each of these organ- 
izations, to the Endowment Fund. 

38. We commend it to the sympathy of the Board of Education of 
our church, and to whatever financial help that Board can, in harmony 
with good administration, give it, until such time as Kimball College 
may be able to avail itself of the endowment of at least one chair in 
the college. :

We are pleased to report the unparalleled growth of the Epworth 
League as indicated by the following facts: The gain in member- 
ship as shown by the report of the Spring Conferences is 15,000. The 
report of the Fall Conferences show a gain of 16,000. 

The Epworth League Institutes have doubled in number in the 
past three years. The Church has called for 1,000 young people to 
consecrate themselves to special Christian work. This call has been 
answered by 400 young men and women in the past six months. At 
this rate the full quota of the demand of the Methodist Forward 
Movement will soon be fully met. 

The Epworth Herald is ever becoming more popular with our 
young people, under the able editorship of Dr. Dan B. Brummet. The 
circulation has. increased in this quadrenium from 86,000 to 98,000. 
This is the only publication of the Book Concern which paid its divi- 
dends last year. 

Our Institutes which are held from year to year are becoming a 
greater factor in the spiritual life of the League and Church. The 
delegations who have attended, have returned to their chapters with 
broadened visions, a deepened consecration and a greater determina- 
tion to push the battle for Jesus Christ and the salvation of the young 
people of the world.

EPWORTH LEAGUE INSTITUTE. 


The Epworth League Institute of the Oregon Conference has be- 
come an assured success. For two years it had taken large faith to 
see in it any great elements of stability. Plans were changed, and it 
always seemed in the experimental stage. 

This year, with a larger registration, and a growing interest 
throughout the Conference, on the part both of League members, and 
pastors, it has become a permanent factor in the work of God’s king- 
dom in the state. There can be no doubt of its effectiveness as a 
training school for efficient work in the church, and for citizenship

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of the broadest type. Its students have in more than one instance 
revolutionized the work of their home chapters, and given the older 
members new hope, and thus inspired them to new activity. 

We gladly record our appreciation of the generosity of the trustees 
of Willamette University, in granting the free use of the campus and 
buildings, thus providing a centrally located and well equipped plant 
for our work; also for the use of the University Bulletin, whereby the 

_cost of advertising was materially reduced. 

The work of the faculty was of the highest order. The brethren 
of our own Conference responded most cordially, and entered into the 
plans with great earnestness. There cannot be found a better field 
for extra-pastoral work than this, and it is to be hoped that our local 
men may be used more largely than heretofore. The presence of Dr. 
Lynn Harold Hough, D. D., of Garrett Biblical Institute, and Miss 
Emma A. Robinson, of the Central Office, was an inspirantion to all, 
and their messages were of the kind that grip young life, and make 
for permanent results. 

The chapters responded so generally to the request of the Board 
regarding the pooling of railroad fares, that there was a small surplus 
in that fund, after paying the fares of those coming from a distance. 
This surplus was by their order, added to the expense fund for the 
coming year. Many chapters which did not send delegates, sent their 
contribution to the pooling fund. They are ready, whenever the in- 
stitute is explained to them, to support it with time, presence, and 
money. The financial statement shows that, after paying all ex- 
penses, including the traveling expenses of the faculty, there is a 
balance of $36.55.in the treasury. ;

Dear Fathers and. Brethren: 

I have the honor to submit to you my report as your fraternal 
delegate to the Columbia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, held in this city September 9-12, 1915. 

I came to the seat of the Conference Thursday, the 9th. inst., and 
called upon the Bishop presiding, and presented to him a letter stating 
the object of my visit, and that I awaited his pleasure. 

I attended the conference session Friday morning, and heard the 
reports of a number of the pastors. These were listened to with in- 
terest, and for the most part they indicated prosperity. The Bishop 
was presiding with becoming dignity and ease, and showed a deep 
concern for the various interests of the Church, making wise sug- 
gestions as occasion was afforded. The pastors were mostly young 
men, a number of whom are recently from one of their church schools. 

In due time I was formally introduced to the Conference. My 
letter, my credentials, duly signed by our Bishop, accrediting me to 
the Conference, and the resolutions adopted by our Conference at 
our last session, were read, and I was requested to speak. The man- 
ner in which I was presented by the Bishop, and the cordiality with 
which I was received by the members of the Conference put me at 
ease. 

I addressed the conference upon such questions relating to our 
common Methodism as seemed proper and wise, keeping in mind the 
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great dominant thought of ultimate union on terms of honor to 
both churches. 

The address met with hearty responses by the brethren, and strong 
expressions of approval by the Bishop, who followed with an appro- 
priate and appreciative address. 

Among those who heard me was the Rev. Dr. Chappell, Sunday 
School editor, and fraternal delegate of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, to our next General Conference, who personally com- 
mended my remarks. 

I had the pleasure of hearing him in his conference address in 
which he not only stressed the importance of religious education, but 
the purpose of his church to keep abreast of the times, in co-opera- 
tion with the officers and agents of our Board, in providing the very 
best literature for the children and youth of our churches. 


I feel confident that we shall live and work in closer relations than 
formerly, and that we shall be able to co-operate with each other in 
promoting our distinctive denominational interests in harmony with 
those of our common Methodism, and thus help to prepare the way 
for union in a great World-Church that knows no geographical lines, 
or bounds, or racial distinctions, the United Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Amen!

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FREEDMEN’S AID TO THE 
OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


The work of the Freedmen’s Aid Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church has been carried on through the past year in twenty- 
two schools with 372 teachers and 6,961 students. It has been a year 
of unusual difficulty and stress to the schools, principally caused by 
the war conditions in European countries. 


The cotton crop furnishes the main industry by which the masses 
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of the people of the Southern states secure a livelihood. Almost the 
entire negro population is engaged in cotton raising. When a large 
proportion of the market for this product is cut off, and the price 
received falls below the cost of production, the laborers are the first 
to feel this loss. Last year many millions of dollars worth had to be 
marketed at such a price as left no margin for the negro farmers, 
by whose toil it was produced. Our colored families, who had been 
sending their children to the schools and paying the small expenses 
of their education out of their savings earned in the cotton fields, this 
year found themselves wfthout funds, either for Conference collec-. 
tions toward the maintenance of the schools, or the payment of their 
children’s expenses. 

These special conditions of financial stress on account of the war 
are likely to continue throughout the coming year, calling for in- 
creased offerings from the Church at large with which to carry the 
schools over the present crisis. 


We, therefore, recommend: 

That during the coming year each pastor shall take special pains 
to present the work of the Freedmen’s Aid Society to our congrega- 
tions, and that a special effort be made to make an increase of at 
least ten per cent in the collections over the preceding year. If this 
increased amount is reached, it will avoid the necessity of an indebt- 
edness to the Society, and make possible the continuance of the moral, 
industrial and intellectual work so necessary in the present stage of 
the development of the ten millions of people of African descent, who 
look to churches for a trained Christian leadership. 

We further recommend: 

That each pastor observe the Lincoln Day Anniversary, February 
13, 1916, and send to the Society, 220 W. Fourth Street, Cincinnati, 
Ohio, for a sufficient number of copies of the Lincoln Day program 
to supply the members of his congregation and Sunday School. These 
programs are furnished free on request.

MEMORIAL TO GENERAL CONFERENCE OF 1916 


The Oregon Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
assembled in its 63rd session at Roseburg, Oregon, September, 1915, 
hereby memorialize the General Conference of the Mthodist Episcopal 
Church of 1916; that it pass all legislation and further make all ar- 
rangements needed so that “The Board of Conference Claimants” of 
our church shall be authorized and empowered to pay all Conference 
Claimants, of all the several Annual Conferences of our Church in 
the United States, the amounts due on the “Annuity Plan.” Further 
that all necessitous or special claims be paid by the annual conferences 
where the claimants hold membership, or if widows or orphans, where 
the husband and father last held membership; according to the fol- 
lowing plan: 

Resources 

1. All Book Concern dividends be given in lump sums to the Board 
of Conference Claimants annually. 

2. All sums from the Chartered Fund be given in a lump sum 
annually to the Board of Conference Claimants, and added to No. 1 
above. 

3. The income arising from the Permanent or Endowment Fund 


of the Board of Conference Claimants be annually added to No. 1 and 
No. 2 above. 


4. That each pastoral charge throughout the United States collect, 
say 3% or a larger per cent if so ordered of the CASH salary of the 
pastor annually as a part of “Ministerial Support,” these amounts 
to be sent to the Board of Conference Claimants, and added to num- 
bers 1, 2 and 8 above. 

5. That each minister of all Conferences in the United States, from 
the time of reception on trial to the time of retirement, pay to the

Board of Conference Claimants annually a sum based on the CASH 
salary for that Conference year, say as follows: 1% of salary of 
$1,000.00 or less, 2% of $1001 to $2000, 3% of $2001 to $3000, and add 
one per cent of cash salary annually to be forwarded to the Board of 
Conference Claimants and added to Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, above. 

6. That any other amounts that shall be received by the Board of 
Conference Claimants from any source whatever, to be applied on the 
_Annual Distribution, be added to Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5. 

Disbursements 

1. All office and executive expenses of the Board of Conference 
Claimants, as authorized either by the General Conference, or by the 
action of the Board of Conference Claimants or by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Conference Claimants, be taken out of the 
resources as above. 

2. That the Board of Conference Claimants pay to each and every 
retired minister, widow, or orphan under 16 years of age, in the 
United States Conferences, a pro rata amount according to the number 
of years of active service on the effective list, based on the average 
salary of each annual Conference as per plan in 1912 Discipline, par. 
331. 

8. That if the amounts any year received as resources above, fall 
below the sum needed to meet all claims in full, that each claimant 
then be paid proportional amounts on the pro rata plan as in No. 2 
disbursements. 

4, That all necessitous or special cases be met by the Annual 
Conference where these cases occur, by means of any funds for such 
purposes or as the Annual Conference concerned may direct. Annual 
Conference Permanent or Endowment Funds being available for neces- 
sitous claims if the Conference concerned so order.

THE SANCTITY OF THE SABBATH 


There are no greater promises given of prosperity and blessed- 


ness to Nation and people, than to all who remember the Sabbath 
Day and keep it holy. 
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The fathers and founders of this Nation were noted for their zeal 
for the Holy Sabbath, and God truly kept His covenant with them. 

Of no other commandment God has given has it been reiterated 
as of the fourth commandment, that “it shall be a sign between Him 
and His people that they may know that He is the Lord their God.” 

And by this “sign” we are filled with alarm because of the in- 
creasing secularization and profanation of the Sabbath. 

Says Dr. Tufts, superintendent of the Weekly Rest Day League 
of the Pacific Coast, “There is a growing indifference toward the 
Sabbath from ocean to ocean. The gods of greed and pleasure are 
supplanting the Lord of the Sabbath.” 

Justice McLean of the United States Supreme Court, says, “Where 
there is no Christian Sabbath there is no Christian morality, and 
without this free institutions cannot long be sustained.” 

Blackstone wrote, “A corruption of morals usually follows a pro- 
fanation of the Sabbath.” And again, “The Sabbath imprints on the 
minds of the people that sense of their duty to God so necessary to 
make them good citizens.” 

And Lincoln declared, “As we keep or break the Sabbath Day 
we nobly save or meanly lose the last best hope by which man rises.” 

With the Sabbath goes the sanctuary, and with these gone noth- 
ing worth having would long remain. 

Europe had her “continental Sunday” before the continental hell 
and destruction that now shocks the world. 

Something akin to the continental Sunday is rapidly spreading 
over our land, threatening church and Nation and provoking the 
righteous judgments of Almighty God. 

Therefore, we earnestly recommend that we courageously gird our- 
selves afresh to check and turn this threatening tide, by clearly and 
convincingly instructing all our people concerning the true nature and 
import of the Holy Sabbath, and by leading them to scripturally ob- 
serve this Holy Law. 

That by printed page and lawful means we will counteract the 
influence of those deluded religionists who by their incessant seventh- 
_ day propaganda, confuse and deceive the people, resulting in a gen- 
eral contempt for any day being honored as holy day, and who under 
the deceptive title of “The Religious Liberty Association,” conspire 
with dive-keepers, gamblers, prostitutes and the lawless class gen- 
erally, to intimidate legislators, and oppose any state or nation-wide 
Sabbath law in agreement with the founders of this Republic and in 
harmony with Divine law. 

We highly appreciate the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of our state in declaring the constitutianality and justice of our 
present Sunday law, which may be amended and extended to meet 
the full expectations of the Christian Church and of the law of our 


God. 
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That we heartily welcome to our state the activities of the Weekly 
Rest Day League of the Pacific Coast, and we cordially invite all re- 
ligious denominations to co-operate with us under this agency for 
the enactment of a one day of rest in seven and Sunday closing law. 

We record our whole-hearted kinship with “The Feredal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America” with its commission on Sun- 
day observance, and rejoice at the success that attended the four- 
teenth and best Interantional Lord’s Day Congress held at Oakland, 
California, in July of this year.

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON SOCIAL SERVICE. 


Universal Peace and Industrial Justice. 


Whereas, the Christian Peace Association is carrying on a cam- 
paign, preaching ‘Peace will come when men will do the will of the 
Father,” and “Whatsoever ye would that men do unto you, do ye so 
even unto them;” and 

Whereas, this association is conducting a propaganda for the 
abolishment of involuntary poverty, not by the distribution of alms, 
but through the practice of justice, by providing opportunity for 
every man to labor, so that each one by his own efforts may provide 
for his needs; and 

Whereas, the Methodist Church has always stood for and preached 
the ideals of Christian peace and industrial justice; therefore, 

Resolved, that this Conference endorse and commend the Chris- 
tian Peace Association in their work in behalf of Universal Brother- 
hood and justice to men of all classes. 


Sunday Legislation. 

The advanced thought of the church recognizes social service as 
one of its legitimate departments of work. Our General Conference | 
has sounded a clear note upon this subject and adopted a definite 
program to govern the Conferences of Methodism. One plank of 
this platform demands “one day of rest in seven for all wage earn- 
ers.” As a Conference we not only approve of one day of rest in 
seven for those who are engaged in the necessarily continuous indus- 
tries, but we strongly maintain that Sunday should be set apart by 
law as the common day of rest as far as practicable. Whenever the 
Sabbath is no longer observed as a day of public rest from unnec- 
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cesary business and labor and worldly amusements, it will soon be 
lost as a day of public worship. Therefore, 

Resolved, that we rejoice in the recent decision handed down by 
the Supreme Court of Oregon, upholding the constitutionality of our 
Sunday law; 

That we favor a vigorous campaign throughout the state for the 
enforcement of the statute; 

That we will co-operate with other religious and moral forces to 
secure the enactment of additional Sunday closing provisions in the 
law, and to provide one day of rest in seven for all who are engaged 
in works of necessity upon Sunday; ; 

That we urge the pastors and laymen of our churches to plan 
for a better observance of the Christian Sabbath as a sacred and 
holy day to be devoted to the spiritual and social work of Christ’s 
Kingdom; and 

That, in order to promote this and other social reforms required 
for the public welfare, we favor the organization of a State Church 
Federation to be composed of all denominations which are willing 
to unite for such purposes, according to the plans of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America. 

That we request the Bishop to reappoint Brother G. L. Tufts to 
the work of Social Service as above outlined and we recommend that 
the pastors devote one service within the year to the presentation of 
‘ this cause.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 


We give thanks unto God for, and rejoice in the great victory 
for prohibition in Oregon last fall; in the stronghold of this cause 
among the people of our state; in the growth of the prohibition sen- 
timent throughout the country, and in the hope of National Prohi- 
bition. 

We call upon all good citizens to aid in the enforcement of the 
provisions of the prohibitory amendment, and the act of the legisla- 
ture and all laws for the entire suppression of the liquor traffic, by 
furnishing evidence of known violations of the local option and pro- 
hibition laws of the state, by serving on juries in the trial of vio- 
lators of our laws; to support only candidates, especially for the of- 
fice of district attorney and sheriff, and for the legislature, who are 
pledged to the strict enforcement of our temperance laws, and to 
aid in every way in the further promotion of the cause of prohibi- 
tion in the state and in the nation. 
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We demand of our representatives in congress that they support 
the submission of an amendment to the constitution of the United 
States prohibiting the manufacture, importation, sale and use of in- 
toxicating alcoholic liquors for. any and all purposes other than 
medicinal and mechanical. We especially call upon Congressman Mc- 
Arthur to reconsider his declaration of intention to oppose the sub- 
mission of the Hobson amendment, and to declare for the will of 
the people of our state expressed in harmony with the Oregon 
system. 

We appreciate the recognition by Mr. R. P. Hutton and officers 
of the Oregon Anti-Saloon League of the importance of the work of 
the churches in carrying the state for the amendment and in secur- 
ing through the legislature the enactment of laws for its enforce- 
ment, and we pledge them, and all organizations and workers looking 
to the utter annihilation of the liquor traffic our hearty co-operation 
and support, and that of our churches.

The Laymen’s Association of the Oregon Conference met for its 
eleventh annual session in the First Presbyterian Church of Roseburg, 
Oregon, at 3:00 P. M. Friday, September 24th, 1915. 

The meeting was called to order by President R. A. Booth of 
Eugene. 

Prayer was offered by A. M. Hammer of Albany.

G. F. Johnson made report of his visit as fraternal delegate to the 
Laymen’s Association of the Puget Sound Conference, held in Seattle, 
and R. H. Hughes later made his report as fraternal delegate to the 
Laymen’s Association of the Columbia River Conference, held in 
Spokane. 

John Sargison was the fraternal delegate from the Laymen’s Asso- 
ciation of the Columbia River Conference and was in attendance at 
Roseburg but was unable to appear on account of being taken suddenly 
ill. 

On motion, the chair appointed as nominating committee, A. F. 
Flegel, A. A. Lee, Miss Florence Twidwell and Mrs. A. C. Marsters 
and also appointed a committee on resolutions consisting of G. F. 
Johnson, A. B. Cornell, J. S. Van Winkle and Lloyd B. Cochrane. 

A communication from the Laymen’s Association of the Central 
Pennsylvania Conference asking this association to endorse a plan to 
have the General Conference restore the time limit for the pastorate, 
was read and referred to the committe on rsolutions. 

A communication from Bishop T. S. Henderson relating to the 
Methodist Forward Movement, was read and the program which he 
submitted was approved and recommended to the various churches 
for adoption and for operation.
